The retreat of tho nusslans here, 


after two days of tho most .furious 
fighting, developed Wednesday into a 
rout. 
Broken and disorganized, tho

after dark. 


The valor displayed by both armies 


has never been mirpasncd In modern 
•warfare. At close quarters the Japa- 
nese fight with maniacal fury. Utter- 
ly, regardless of life, they attack In the 
face of certain death. 


Fresh troops advance over the bod- 


ies of the slain until at'last, over a 
carpet of dead and wounded, the Rus- 
sian trenches are reached, and a dia- 
bolical revel of blood ensues. 


In sheer desperation and bravery 


the fighting now In progress puts the 
Sanguinary battle of Llao-Yang far in 
the shade. 


On both sides tho foss has been ap- 


palling: Mukden Is crowded, with Rus- 
sian wounded, and Llao-Yang with 
Japanese.

Government's Chief Chemist 
States 
. That Fully 85 Per Cent of Liquor 


Is but a Cheap Imitation. 


Washington. «Oct. 
14.—Following 


closo on the whisky fatalities In New 
York and the revelations of bad li- 
quor made there. Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
chief of the government bureau of 
chemistry, has expressed the opinion 
that fully 85 per cent of all th«i whlxliy 
sold in this country, In hotel rostau. 
rants, clubs and bars, was nothing Icsn 
than a cheap imitation. 
Dr. Wiley 
said:

"Agents of this bureau will obtain 


as many samples as possible of tho 
different brands on sale throughout 
the country, known to us as the com- 
pound, or .imitation whisky. These 
will be obtained from clubs, hotels 
and bars of every description.' Com- 
parisons will ho made with the real 
whisky, and the Ingredients of both 
will be carefully analyzed. 


"From what we have heard from 


dealers In whisky, I am led to believe 
that fully 86 per cent of the ordinary 
whUky of commerce Is the adulterat- 
ed article. 
It Is a fraudulent trans- 


action and.should be prevented. It Is 
my opinion that' pure whisky except 
In tho most moderate quantities Is 
an Injury to the human system. How 
much more so, then, must 
bo this 


adulterated compound? 


"Tho compound whiskies, It must bo 


said, are usually made under the legal 
system of rectification, but my, corf- 
tentlon is that the rual and the Imita- 
tion should be so labeled. Then tho 
^responsibility will rest on tho pur- 
chaser/ haws to thin effect should bo 
passed. If tho pure-food bill becomes 
a law tho government will require 
this label on all whisky entering In- 
terstate traffic."
